ANOTHER COMMITIER TO WAIT ON THE SENATE.

O'MAHORY BPEAKS,

He addressed (the House, stating that no man
feplored the present dissension in the ranks of
th + Fearan Brotherhood more than he, He was
there to give a full and ¢lear explanation of s
ptr'wurm-ﬁlp. ITe reqnested usither (gvor nor
pur inlity for past services from the Hougo; he

Mr. O'Matony’s speech waos lstened to with
groat attention and mrequent marks of approbn-
tion.

After recess the Speaker appointed committees
on ways and means, on foreign relation, and on
a nendments of Constitution and internal orga-
nization.

PRESIDENT O'MAHONY'S MEESAGE,

The Clerk read the President’s Message, which
was rather a voluminous document, and took
over two hours in reading., He addressed him-
self to the SBepate and Congress of the Fenian
Brotherhood, He impeached Mr. Roberts and
his Senate with muwigue und treachery to the
Brotherhood,] and complained that after his
toilsome labors In the cause of [relacd, ivgrieved
him now to the heart to find, when he had just
reached the gaol of all their hopes, that the
aotions of a few men and their duped adherents
would stand m the way of the national canse of
Ireland, The orgauization and its funds should
never be prostituted to any other cause but the
liberation of Ireland, He read extracts from
the Pniladelphiz Convention, showing how all
hig previous ncts were unan:monsly approved up
to that time, and how he had cxpressed himsell
there that the title of Hend Centre was suffi-
cient for him, as he thought it would be
time enough to have a President when
Ireland wins a free nation. The Philadel-
phia Congress was convened against bis judg-
ment, and when overruled, he submitted to it
under protest, He since, too, well understood
the desigos of Mr, Roberts and his faction in
asgembling that Convention; iv was to bolster up
flimey charges sgainst him, which the House
unanimously rejected as frivolous and not to be
entertained, Ireland was ready for action at the
time, snd he was about issuing the bonds of the
Irish Republic. Mr, Roberts and puarty stated
that & Congress would gve eelaf to the bonds.
After the Congress the Senate threw every ob-
struction in the way of lssuing the bonds, and
hampered all his movements, A ery was rlnglng
fiom Ireland, but his pands were tled an
could not respond. The only way he saw of ter-
minating this rquabble was by convening a Con-
gress of delegates, Credentinls wers forwarded
to allthe Circles, and he was happy to see before
him so large, respectable, aud intelligent & body,
He would freely abide by thelr decision.

Only for the way my hands
were tied by the Roberts faotion, I would ere
now heve hud an Ivisharny batt on Iriah soll
for Irish independenee, and an Irish fleet sweep-
ing frow the broad ocean England’s commeres,
I will prove all this to you by figures and facts,
and authenticated documents, both from the
Irish Execurive and other sources, In order to
explaln his position he gave a resume of a sketeh
of the rise and progress of Fenilgnilsm from its
earllest organization. e stuied that Michael
Doheny was the first organizer. That in jts
intancy it had to strugele sgainst serious diffienl-
ties; difficulties enough to dizhearten any man,
or seét of men, 8till they persevered, and he and
Stephens kept it alive untl) the present day.

Has Chili Been Sold Oat by England 7
From the London Evening Standard, Dicomber 19,

The Times annonnees Lthat the Spanish SGovern-
ment hins ageepted the mediation of Eazland and
France in her dispute with the republic of Uhili.
Ho 1ar there is cuuse for genernl catisfaction, No
ope can desire the prolovgation of hosrilities
that ure aserious interruption to & brangh of
British commerce, and which are Iraught with
ruin {o Ohili, and cannot enhapee the military
position of Spain. We fear, however, judeing
irom the article in the Zémes, that the Hnglisn
Governmient has not gained s diplomatic tri-
umph, and that the good oflices of England und
France bave been accepied through our Govern-
ment fgreeing to forsake the cause of Chili,

After for some time past condemning Spain
without stint, and pralsiug the couduct of Ohill
a8 Immaculate, our contemporary s now foreed
to confess *‘that a nation less Spunish in its
temperament than the Chilians might even at this
juncture (Parels) have tound a pacllic solution ol
the difficulty. * * That she obstinately refused
to make the first advance,” What are we to
infer trom this? Have the mediators prejudlezd
the eage? I there an honorable understanding
that the British Government Is (o =ay to the
Chiliania that they are wrong, and that they
most swallow the Spanigh leek? 1f so, 1t 1a
lkely enough that Chili will have to submit.
unless she is supported by the Government of
the United States, nokat this time avery proba-
ble contingency.

We dov not here give any opinton upon the
merits of the dispute, but if the 7imes, not very
well informed lately sbout the policy of the
(Goverument, has, on this oceasion, been fuvored
with true and certain information, we must ex-
press our sincere regret that the Government
should agnin have 10 recede from & strongly
avowed poliry. A remonsirance is sent to
Madrd, and the reply is, **Mind your own busi-
nees,” Then comes in the diplomacy of France,
and Bpain s whling to submit to arbiwration,
but if the Times article is “inspired,” not before
the English Government has eaten its big wonls
and pleaded guilty forita client, Thi= atfair will
be cloeely scapned by the peaple of the United
Btates, and will produce s very unfavorable im-
pression.

In the interests of peace we cannot afford it to
be snpposed that even when Spain meats us with
contempt and eets art naught our remonstrances
we not only bow to the rebuke, but kis¢ the rod.
It may be that the Zimesis not correctly in-
formed, and that our Government has agreed to
act n8 one of the mediators, without giving any
pledee to foree Chili to consent to the demunds
of Spain, The circumstances, however, are sus-
picions, and we are sorry that Parlisment is not
pituing.

TIE TRIALS AT CORK.

The first Fenlan prisoner put upon his trial at
Cork, Captain McUallerty, who bad served in the
Contederate army, and who wis o subject ol the
United States, escaped on technical grounds,
He was arrested while on board ol a stenmship
from Amerion, and was brought ashore in cus-
todv, Iis connsol oblected that he was an alien,
whe in hle own couniry could not commit Lhe
offense with which he was oharged, and who
hud not get foot on our land so a8 to Lecomo
guilty when he wae arrested. The jodges held
that Llils oblection was fatal to the ifudictment,
and the jur under their direction retarped a
verdiet of not gullty.

At the sitting of the Court on Monday Bryan
Iivon and John Lynch were arraigned for trea-
gon-felony, The jury was sworn, and the Attor-
ney-General stated the cape for the crown, alter
which Warner, the approver, was esumined,
He doposed that he had =cen four or five hundred
persons at dinll meetings, and the privoners
among them, The Geavd Jury tound true biils
for tresson-telony acainst T. Duggan, O'Dono-
van, John Casey, James Mountane, and A.

Busnos Ayres, B, A,, November 14,—A most
important epoch in the greut st of South Ameri:
onn wars has been résched, Repulsed at every
contest ol arms, the Paraguayaos have retived
from Argeutine territory. This occurred Ooto-
ber 24 at Paso de lu Putria, where the last divi-
slon recrossed to its own soll, where delensive
wair may be more successful than the aggresaive
has been,

They were allowed to crose without maolesta.
tion, although the allied fleet wias nol two hours
distant, aud they had & drove of twenty thousand
glolen cattle as booty. Bo ended an tnvasion of
one hundred and ninetytwo days, marked by
the most stupid sod cruel waste of properly and
hite, They reduced the invaded and unresisting
distriet to absolute starvation, And there was
no such pretext gs retalistion, or withdrawing
supplies from the enemy, 0rno enemy wis near.
It was & vandalie destructlon of every animal,
wee, and house over hundreds of square leazues,
In the city of Corrientes, where the seat of Pars-
gusynn power wus situated, they held rule
through & traitorous committee bf three old
citizens of Corrientes, Messrs, Ganna, Caceres,
and Stlvero, These were the eivil rulers, . -

Military law was stupidly severe. If even
women were seen talking ln the strects they
were whipped or imprisoned, or sent away pri-
goners to Pasraguay, as conspirators. Before
evacuatling Corrientes they applied to the ltalian
Minister, the only resident minister, to obtain a
certiticate that all things had been conducted
according to the uenges of elvilized wariare,
hinting at the game time that his refusal micht
be the occagion ol the sacking of the city., He
positively refused to sign it, and expressed a
purpose to claim damages for all Italian supjects
injured, Thav day a powerful Italian -0 f
war appearéd in port, and nothing was done.

Senor Berjes, the Minister of Forélgn Affairs,
issued n proclamation gtating that “Corrientes
had proved herself wnworthy of protection for
espousing so coldly the cause of the River Plate
equilibrium,” Accordingly the invaders pun-
1shed bher coldness by abandoning ber to her
legul owners, The triumvirate hastily sold their
tarms and other property and also left. It is
sind that the Argentine Government will declare
their sales vold and will confiscate their pro-
perty. The Paraguayans robbed large numgora
of stores and wholesale houses and deposits, and
sold the goods a1 anction, A question comes up
on the restoration of order and the identfica-
tion of the goods as fo the right of property.
The fcrmer owners claim that the Paraguayin
theft and eale do not extingulsh the orlgmal
title, This is not yet declded.

The ailies are conoentrating their forces, to be
ready tor the invasion of Paraguny, Buot when
this will be done does not appear. We are in
the beginving of summer, The weather is hot,
In Paraguay all work and travel muost be sus-
pended from about & o'clock in the morning till
510 the evening. The hot sands are not relieved
Ly grass for horses, nor by animals for the food
of an army, For scores of leagues such & waste
and burning desert ia only relieved by deep mo-
rueses, out of which no army could ever come.

To avaid such a route the allles must stoam
past the formiasble battery of Humalias, where
the channel Is narrow, spanned by huge chains
under water, and defended by two hundred
guns. The invasion of Paraguay is no joke; but
the obstacles may melt away belore the heroism
of an army Anshed with vietory and ably led.
It is quite In fuvor of the ailies that they have
for thut pass not only ten good stéeamers, bul
aléo one iron-clad and one monitor, Brazilian,

REVOLUTION INSAN DOMINGO.

Downiall of Cabral—Baex In Power—
Melo-dramatie Sceno in the Dominican
Congrens,

Further news has been received from San Do
mingo, re[lmrllnu' another revolution there under
very peculiar cirvoumstances, The last news was
thut  Cabral had peacetully
Punental.

On the 16th of October, a party of insurgents
entered Azan and proglaimed Baez as the Presis
dent, A number ot the people ot the Provinee
of Seibo joined them, and theyv proceeded to-
wards the capital, with cries of “Long live
Baez 1" and “Death to Cabral !

They evidently had coniederntes in the Gov-
ernment, for, at the critical woment, & carlous
gcene took place inthe Supreme Congress, which
wis in session, deliberating on the question of
the emistion of paper money. A “‘mysterions
mian,” wrmed with & cutlass, entered suddenty,
and, despite of all protests, execlaimed:—

“(ieneral Cabral, are you in faver ol peace

“With n)l mv heart,” wos the reply.

“Well, then,” said the straoger, ‘1 am an
emissary of the revolutionary chiel, who will be
here in less than two hours,” and then raising
his volee, he exclnimed:—*Long live General
Baex, President ot the Dominican Republic I

As theee words resounded through the hall o
soene of utter contusion ensued. The Ministers
abandoned their seats, and i terror sought pro-
tection in the houses of the French, Italian, nod
Epglish Consuls, Cabral jhowever, appeured in
pullic, and declared that if the popular voice
find wellare demanded the ruleof Baez he would
gladly give his consent. The popular feeling
now turned in favor of Cabral, and be retained
power lor several weeks,

The mysterious man who had inehiened the
Congress poon appeared again, He proved to be
General Pedro Guillermo, and managed so as to
have himsell appointed Dictator uatil Baez
should srrive. Anelection was held on the 1dth
of December by the Constitutional Assembly,
unnpimously appointing Buenaventura Baez Pre-
sident of the Dominican Republie,
